In so far as he expresses his
own opinion, he does not differ from
the private citizen except that he
speaks under a sense of official re-
sponsibility; but where a nation’s fate
is lnyolved in a policy every private
citizen who loves his country and tries
to serve it is oonscious of responsi-
bility. Thé president will not assume
that he is more deeply interested in
the welfare of his country than the
millions who elected him to beé for the
time being their spokesman., And if,
as he evidently believes, he is giving
volee to the opinions of his country-
men, he is, of course, anxious to have
them as frank with him as he has
been with them, for how, otherwise,
can he know whether he represents
or misrepresents thelr views? ~
